A l t h o u g h considered unsuit­ 
able for human consumption be­ 
cause of poor color, flavor or 
sm all quantities of foreign ma­ 
terial, this honey is an excellent 
source of carbohydrates. Unmar­ 
ketable honey used in a con­ 
centrate mixture at a level of 15 
percent appears equal to black­ 
strap molasses for fattening high 
quality steers. The mixture con­ 
taining hooey was palatable to 
the cattle and produced about the 
sam e gain, carcass weight and 
carcass grade as a sim ilar mix­ 
ture containing m olasses. 
Burclover A ppearing 
Burclover is beginning to ap­ 
pear plentifully in some of the 
lawns. If nothing is done until the

pected, so this is the time to 
start controlling sam e. It might 
be n ecessity to spray several 
tim es as new plants will be com- j 
mg up for another six weeks 
or two months.

Cattle S la u gh te r 
The outlook f ir cattle slaughter 
during 1956 will remain large but 
is likely to be slightly below the 
1955 level, according to the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
T h e 
slaughter of steers may equal that 
of last year, but there may be 
some decline in the marketing of 
cows and heifers. If slaughter 
does turn downward this year, 
cattle prices may begin a cycli­ 
cal recovery. However, any chan­ 
ges in prices during the current 
year probably will be modest. A 
strengthening in prices is more 
likely in the latter part of the 
year than at present, since large 
supplies of fed cattle m ay limit 
price increases. 
Cattle Grubs 
Livestock 
producers

for tolerating cattle grubs in their 
herds. The losses are in the form 
of dam aged hides, lowered meat 
quality, meat trimmings and re­ 
duced production from the dairy 
herd. Now is the time when grubs 
can be controlled most effectively 
with rotenone. 
Dem onstration Plots 
Several demonstration plots of 
the new’ hybrid grain sorghums 
will be grown in this county this 
year.

Start Tax Records Now 
For Use Next January 


There is no time like the pre 
sent, while last year’s tax prob­ 
lems are fresh oifyour mind, to 
start a procedure that will aid 
you with next year’s income tax 
calculations. That is to maintain 
a record of your income and out­ 
go. Such a record can be simple 
and brief but it may save you 
tax dollars. 
The average man who works 
for a wage or salary doesn’t have 
to concern himself about keeping 
books and records-at least so he 
thinks. His employer keeps a re­ 
liable record of his earnings and 
l udo Sam looks primarily to the 
employer for information on his 
earnings and for the withholding 
of various taxes out of his wages. 
But whether or not you run a 
business of your own, you havp a 
partner who each year is claiming 
a substantial interest in your per­ 
sonal income. And the law re­ 
quires that you keep books for 
him in case he ever asks for 
an accounting. 
Perhaps you own your home or 
are paying it out in installments. 
Ifs likely that some day you 
may sell that house. When you 
do you’ll want to be able to 
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prove whether you realized a gain 
or a loss on that sale. 
If a 
gain in capital resulted, it prob­ 
ably will add to your income tax. 
If a loss was suffered, it probably 
will reduce your income tax. 
You may have made certain 
capital 
improvements 
on 
t h e 
house while you lived in it, but 
unless you can show what out-of- 
pocket expense you i n c u r r e d 
while making them, you may not 
I get credit for them 
in 
your 
cost basis so as to prove that 
I you had no capital gain or that 
| you had a loss. 
Or perhaps you received that 
little summer cottage on the lake 
! as a gift from your father. If

ever sell it, you 
should 
be able to show Uncle Sam not 
only the cost of improvements 
you made on it while you owned 
it, but also what its fair market 
value was

may be that

ceiving an annuity on an insur­ 
ance policy. If so, do you know­ 
how much that policy costs you 
and how much of that cost you 
have recovered tax-free to date? 
There are many kinds of trans­ 
actions you enter into that may- 
some day affect the computation 
of your personal income tax. The

proof 
of the cost of any­ 
thing you’ve purchased is a re­ 
ceipted bill or canceled check. If 
one of these pieces of evidence 
relates to any transaction that 
may affect your income in later 
years, ifs a good idea to keep 
j it.

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Secret Sessions Are Not Right

Texas has had enough of 
secret sessions' 
in 
the state legislature. 


The latest attempt, that cf the Senate General 
Investigating Committee, has come about due to the 
current probe into the U. S. Trust and Guaranty Com­ 
pany. Just in case you haven t read about it, heard 
about it, or are not familiar with the story, here it 
i$. 


By means of a legal technicality, it was possible 
to form a company that could accept deposits of money 
from the public, and still avoid any state examination 
by tile banking commission. There was no state board 
legally authorized to check the books 
on 
such an 
operation, unless it was proven that a crime had been 
committed. 


During the 1955 legislative session, a bill was 
passed by the house of representatives aimed at just 
such companies, and intended to make it possible 
to regulate firms operating in such a manner, to check 
up on the possibility of fraud. 


This bill passed the house by an overwhelming 
majority. It was sent to the senate for action. 


When it got to the senate, the bill was referred 
to a committee for a report. The new law which was 
intended to protect the public and permit state exam i­ 
nation of the U. S. Trust and Guaranty deposits never 
again saw the light of day. The committee was able 
to kill it, by a narrow margin. 


There are not very many senators. A majority on 
any given committee is not a large number of men. 


There is no law in Texas that forbids a senator 
or representative from being in the employ of busi­ 
ness firms. 


As a result, it is possible for any company to 
employ a number of senators or representatives and 
be sure that they will have a "friend at court" when 
laws are being considered that might concern them. 
In many cases — probably most cases 
this practice 
may not harm the public. 


In the case of Ll. S. Trust -and Guaranty, how ­ 
ever, it HAS harmed the public, perhaps to the ex­ 
tent of $7 million dollars. 


By curious coincidence, at least one of the sena­ 
tors on the committee that voted to kill the measure 
opposed by U. S. Trust happened to be paid by U. S. 
Trust: 


Several other senators and representatives were 
retained in various means by U. S. Trust, in some 
cases fo r minor abstract examination, and in others 
for more lucrative assignments.

N o w that the public demands to 
know why, 
there is n o excuse fo r a Senate Investigating Commit­ 
tee to go into "secret session." 


There were other laws suggested during the 1955 
legislative session concerning public notices and the 
open door 
policy of conducting our state govern­ 
ment. These laws were pushed by most newspapers of 
Texas, and several of them got through the house 
of representatives.

killed by some of the same men who killed the law 
aimed at U. S. Trust.

It is a preventable 
disease. Early and effective treat­ 
ment of acquired syphilis w i l l 
block the end results of general 
paralysis in the insane. 
I he excessive use of alcohol is 
responsible for a number of men­ 
tal disorders, at least in males 
Alcohol and syphilis combined arc 


sufficient sleep, neglect of bodily 
care and an over forcing of ner­ 
vous energy are the pitfalls to 
avoid in this connection. 


Nature demands that her funda­ 
mental laws be at least reason­ 
ably. A constant outraging of the 
physiological economy takes its 
toll not only in bodle* but in 
minds also. 
Mental illness and 
lesser nervous disorders Could be 
spectacularly reduced if this fact 
were more generally respected. 
Training for mental health must 
be started in childhood as that is 
tilt' time when prevention o|^mo­ 
tional disturbance and promotion 
of sound emotional health can be 
accomplished most easily.

Senator Price Daniel today in­ 
troduced legislation to amend the 
Criminal Code and enlarge the 
prohibition against false advertis­ 
ing by banking or investment 
r hil. | companies. 
Daniel’s bill would 
prohibit the use of the initials 
“ U .S.” in the firm or business 
name of such companies and the 
use of pictures of the Capitol or 
other public buildings in the ad­ 
vertising when it would be reason­ 
ably calculated to convey the im­ 
pression that the company had 
some connection with the United 
States Government. In addition, 
the penalty for violation is in­ 
creased from a 
possible 
$1,000 
fine and not more than one year 
in jail to a possible $10,000 fine 
and not less than one year im­ 
prisonment. 
In recent months, a company 
operating in Texas, The U. 
S. 
Trust and Guaranty Company of 
Waco, Texas, was found to be in­ 
solvent. This company, in addi­ 
tion to using “ U.S.” in its firm 
name, also advertised on its sta­ 
tionery, in the newspapers, and 
on television with pictures of the 
United States Capitol in the back­ 
ground and the slogan “ You can 
put your trust in the U S. Trust” . 
“ Many persons in Texas, I am 
informed, invested their life sav­ 
ings in the U. S. Trust & Guar­ 
anty Company, at a very desir­ 
able interest rate. These invest­ 
ments, in many instances, w'ere 
made upon the erronous conclu­ 
sion, induced by the type of ad­ 
vertising used bv the company, 
that the deposits would be insured 
or guaranteed by the U. S. Gov­ 
ernment.” Daniel said. 
At present. Sec. 709 of Title 18 
of the U. S. Code prohibits use 
of the words “ national ’, “ Fed­ 


eral” , “ United States” , "reserve” 
and “ Deposit Insurance” in the 
firm or business name but the in­ 
itials "U .S .” have not been pro­ 
hibited, nor has the use of pic­ 
tures of public buildings. H ie pur­ 
pose of the bill is to prevent 
banking, investment or o t h e r 
companies of a fiduciary nature, 
from misleading the public into 
depositing monoy on the basis 
that the deposits are with a com­ 
pany either insured by or con­ 
nected with the United States Go­ 
vernment. This would prohibit in 
the future organizations such as 
the U. S. 
Trust 
and Guaranty 
Company from securing deposits 
by use of advertising on televi­ 
sion, in the newspapers, and on 
the stationery of the company 
with a picture of the U. S. Ca­ 
pitol and the initials “ U.S.” 
When he introduced the bill, 
Daniel said: 
“ I want to make absolutely cer­ 
tain that the citizens of Texas and 
the nation are not again subject­ 
ed to such misleading represen­ 
tations, and that should this same 
situation exist in other parts of 
the country, it will be stopped 
before other innocent victims are 
injured severely. The people who 
are misled by circumstances such 
as this are the small investors 
who need protection, since they 
are not in a position to investi­ 
gate all 
the 
facts for them­ 
selves. We have an obligation to 
prevent the use of the confi­ 
dence which the people have in 
the financial security of our gov­ 
ernment in such a manner rea­ 
sonably calculated to convey the 
impression that the United States 
Government is protecting their 
private investment when that is 
not the case."
